!  For  2003,  SJC’s  chapter  of  Habitat  For  Humanity  took  their  annual  spring  break  trip  to 
Covington,  Louisiana.  Here,  Fred  Berger,  Associate  Professor  of  Communication  and 
Faculty  Advisor  for  Habitat,  records  some  of  the  experiences  the  group  encountered. 


These  trips  have  a  way  of  nurturing  and 
cultivating  SJC  students  as  compassionate, 
caring,  God-centered  people.  I  have  never 
known  a  group  of  Habitat  volunteers  who 
experienced  a  week  of  working  and  mingling 
with  faraway  affiliates  to  not  return  changed 
as  both  individuals  and  as  a  group.  These 
students  are  no  exception.  Life-long  friend¬ 
ships  were  made  and  reinforced.  Another 
culture  was  explored.  Habitat  partner 
families  were  met  and  celebrated,  and  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  was  represented  well. 

Early  Monday  morning,  we  met  with  the 
volunteer  coordinator  from  St.  Tammany 
West  Habitat  For  Humanity,  who  explained 
what  we  would  be  doing  during  our 
Tuesday -Friday  work  week.  Recent  rains  had 
hindered  plans  for  new  construction,  but  we 
had  plenty  of  jobs  to  do.  In  the  morning,  we 
also  toured  the  Global  Wildlife  Center  in 
Folsom,  Louisiana.  We  went  across  the  Lake 
Pontchartrain  Causeway  (at  24  miles,  it’s  the 
longest  over-water  bridge  in  the  world  -$3 
toll)  for  our  first  of  two  trips  into  “The  Big 
Easy.” 


Tuesday  began  our  work  with  the 
St.  Tammany  West  Habitat  affdiate. 
We  broke  into  groups;  some  went 
to  a  warehouse  and  began  to  work 


on  pre-fabricating  wall  studs  and  headers 
for  a  blitz  build  to  be  held  in  June.  Others 
went  with  some  of  the  AmeriCorps  workers 
to  help  with  a  gazebo  at  a  town  park.  [Some ] 
began  the  construction  of  two  backyard  stor¬ 
age  buildings  at  some  nearly-completed 
Habitat  houses,  while  others  volunteered 
their  time  at  a  St.  Vincent  DePaul  Thrift 
Store  sorting  donated  clothing  and  house¬ 
hold  items. 

Wednesday  and  Thursday’s  work  was  much 
like  the  first  day.  On  Wednesday,  we  were 
invited  to  eat  lunch  at  the  local  Methodist 
church,  where  we  had  jambalaya  and  spa¬ 
ghetti.  The  aunt  of  Stephen  Kraemer  '04 
lives  in  Covington  and  invited  us  over  for 
dinner  on  Thursday  for  red  beans  and  rice, 
cornbread,  and  sweet  tea.  We  ate  like  kings! 

On  Friday,  we  all  worked  finishing  roofing 
and  siding  the  storage  buildings  and  began 
painting  the  interior  walls  of  the  Habitat 
homes.  Thank  goodness  for  fast-drying 
latex  paint,  as  we  wore  as  much  as  we 
painted,  it  seemed....  We  then  left  for  our 
last  trip  into  The  Crescent  City  and  a  night 
on  the  town.  Participants  explored  and 
enjoyed  the  Quarter  until  the  vans  left  for 
Camp  Abbey  at  2:00  a.m.,  and  a  good  time 
was  had  by  all.

SJC  Nursing  Students  Hold  Clinic  In  Haiti 

As  part  of  the  course  work  for  their  “Transcultural  Nursing”  class,  several  Nursing  students 
were  selected  to  travel  with  faculty  members  in  SJC's  Nursing  Department  to  Haiti,  where 
they  held  a  two-day  nursing  clinic  in  Le Valle  and  treated  600  patients  with  such  ailments  as 


malnutrition,  scabies,  worms,  and  high  blood 
pressure.  “This  [trip]  continues  where  Cores  7 
and  8  leave  off,”  said  Judi  Jezierski,  Associate 
Professor  of  Nursing  at  SJC.  “It  allows  the 
students  to  be  immersed  in  another  culture,  and 
they  see  the  poor  in  a  light  that  would  never  be 
possible  sitting  in  the  classroom.”  She  added, 
“When  we  try  to  understand  people  of  other 
cultures  we  can  become,  as  nurses,  more 
sensitive  to  all  individuals  for  whom  we  care.” 

The  Nursing  Program  at  SJC  is  run  in  tandem 
with  St.  Elizabeth  Hospital  in  Lafayette,  Indiana.

for  2003 

Five  service-based  honors  were  awarded  over  Commencement 
weekend  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  Three  awards  were 
distributed  by  the  senior  class  as  accolades  for  select  faculty  who 
have  served  as  inspiring  examples  to  the  College  community.  The 
“Religio”  Award,  which  honors  an  individual  who  embodies 
Catholic  and  Christian  humanistic  values,  was  presented  to 
Assistant  Professor  of  Religion  John  Bequette,  who  has  been  teach¬ 
ing  courses  in  Religion  and  Core  for  the  last  two  years.  The 
“Moralitas”  Award,  presented  to  an  individual  who  demonstrates 
high  moral  character  in  all  personal  and  professional  aspects  of 
life,  was  granted  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics  Marge 
Mcllwain,  who  teaches  courses  in  Calculus  and  has  served  SJC  in 
a  number  of  positions,  including  Dean  of  Freshmen  and  Assistant 
Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs.  The  “Scientia”  Award  was 
presented  to  Professor  of  JJistory  Dr.  William  White,  who  was 
honored  as  an  individual  who  gathers,  creates,  and  disseminates 
knowledge  in  an  exemplary  fashion.  White  specializes  in  United 
States  history  and  constitutional  law,  and  he  has  been  teaching 
courses  in  those  areas  for  almost  thirty  years. 

SJC  presented  a  Lifetime  Achievement  Award  to  Professor  of 
English  John  Groppe,  who  was  honored  for  his  4 1  years  of  service 
to  the  College.  Founder  of  SJC’s  writing  clinic  in  the  late  sixties 
and  retiring  this  year,  Groppe  has  taught  a  number  of  courses  at 
SJC,  including  Feature  Writing,  Grammar  and  Expression,  and  a 
number  of  classes  in  SJC’s  Core  Program.  Member  of  the  Class  of 
2003  Sarah  Hachey  received  the  Saint  Joseph  the  Educator  Award, 
which  is  presented  to  an  SJC  faculty-or-staff-nominated  student 
who  is  a  model  of  Christian  life  by  living  in  service  to  others. 
Hachey  served  SJC  as  the  Student  Director  of  Tutoring  Services 
and  a  Freshman  Leader.  She  was  Co-Coordinator  of  the  Covenant 
House  Candlelight  Vigil  for  Homeless  Children,  an  active  partici¬ 
pant  in  both  Campus  Ministry  and  the  Student  Union  Board,  a 
member  of  Alpha  Lambda  Delta  and  Delta  Epsilon  Sigma  honor 
societies,  and  has  been  a  two-time  Track  Marshal  for  the  Annual 
Little  500  Race.

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SJC  Celebrates  108th  Commencement 

At  SJC’s  108th  Commencement  ceremony  on  May  1 1th,  honorary  degree  recipient  and  keynote 
speaker  Avery  Cardinal  Dulles,  S.J.  encouraged  the  175  graduates  of  2003  to  live  a  theocentric 
life  rather  than  an  egocentric  one.  “To  be  self-centered  is  to  diminish  ourselves  and  stunt  our  growth, 
but  to  be  God-centered  will  enable  us  to  rise  to  our  full  human  dignity,”  he  said. 


In  his  address,  Dulles,  the  first  American-born  theologian  who  has  not  held  the  office  of  Bishop  to 
be  created  a  Cardinal  for  the  Catholic  church,  talked  also  about  the  importance  of  serving  God  in 
any  chosen  profession.  “In  the  home,  the  market  place,  and  the  public  square,  you  will  face  choices 
every  day  that  depend  on  your  priorities.  If  you  are  a  lawyer,  are  you  serving  true  justice  or  simply 
making  money  off  greedy  clients?  If  you  are  a  doctor,  are  you  protecting  life,  or  are  you  flouting  the 
higher  law  of  God?” 

An  honorary  doctoral  degree  was  also  given  to  Frederick  J.  Stucker,  M.D.,  FACS  ’56,  an 
internationally  recognized  surgeon  and  a  1956  graduate  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 


In  addition  to  Dulles,  several  other  individuals  addressed  the  graduating  class,  including  SJC  Presi¬ 
dent  Dr.  Ernest  Mills  III,  Provost  Dr. 


David  Chattin,  Valedictorian  Todd 
Huff,  and  Senior  Class  Secretary 
Amy  Buckbee.  Huff  reminded  his 
classmates  to  take  example  from 
those  who  have  touched  their  lives. 
“In  the  spirit  of  St.  Gaspar,  founder 
of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious 
Blood,  we,  as  alumni  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  will  touch  tomor¬ 
row.”

Other  individuals  pursuing  gradu¬ 
ate  studies  include  Jeremy  Clifton,  who  will  attend 
Ball  State  University’s  School  of  Music  on  a  full- 
tuition  assistantship,  and  Sarah  Rissler,  who  will  earn 
a  dual  master’s  degree  in  Social  Work  and  Non-Profit 
Administration  at  Case  Western  Reserve  University, 
one  of  the  top  ten  schools  to  offer  such  a  program. 
Calvin  Metts  will  attend  Kendall  College  in 
Evanston,  Illinois,  where  he  will  be  entering  the 
Accelerated  Culinary  Arts  program. 

Pursuing  government-service  opportunities  are 
Jennifer  Sherburne  and  Nick  Schafer,  who  were 
accepted  into  the  national  community  service 
program  AmeriCorps.  Lauren  Roberts  will  also  serve 
the  government  as  a  French  Linguist  for  the  U.S. 
Army.  Eric  Klepinger  was  one  of  only  four  individu¬ 
als  out  of  more  than  sixty  applicants  to  secure  a 
summer  appointment  to  Indiana’s  Secretary  of  State’s 
Office.

improvisational  comedy,  (a  fast-paced  and  exciting  new 
form  of  comedy),  where  performers  play  hilarious 
theater  games  much  like  the  ones  you  may  have  seen 
on  the  popular  television  show,  Whose  Line  Is  It 
Anyway?  M.l.  calls  these  games  "Missions."  Missions 
are  actually  short  scenes  between  characters  that  are 
premised  upon  suggestions  taken  from  the  audience.  In 
other  words,  M.l.  asks  you,  the  audience,  a  question 
like,  "What's  your  favorite  color?"  or  "What  weird  animal 
might  you  see  at  the  zoo?"  and  you  shout  out  the 
answer.  Then  M.l.  make  up  a  side-splitting  scene  about 
your  response.  It's  that  simple!  Members  of  MISSION 
IMPROVable  are  classically  trained  improvisers,  having 
studied  at  the  Second  City  Conservatory,  (home  of  Mike 
Myers,  Martin  Short,  John  Candy  and  countless  other 
talents).  The  M.l.  guys  can  be  seen  performing  weekly 
in  Chicago  at  Improv  Olympic. 


Dr.  Mills,  would  you  fill  our  readers  in  on  just 
what  the  Lilly  Initiative  is  and  what  it  means  to 
Saint  Joseph’s  College? 

MILLS:  I  would  be  happy  to.  Really,  there  were 
two  Initiatives.  The  first  was  to  our  Trustees.  We 
were  notified  on  February  21,  2002,  that  Lilly 
Endowment  would  match  all  gifts  from  Trustees, 
dollar  for  dollar  up  to 
$1  million,  until  De¬ 
cember  3 1 , 2002. 1  am 
pleased  to  report  our 
Trustees  raised  over 
$936,000  in  seven 
months.  That  was  an 
incredible  feat,  and  it 
placed  us  in  the  upper 
half  of  all  Indiana 
colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties.  It  also  shows  how 
much  the  men  and 
women  on  the  Board 
believe  in,  and  are 
committed  to,  Saint 
Joseph's  College. 

What  about  the  second  Initiative? 

MILLS:  This  is  the  Special  Initiative  to  Strengthen 
Philanthropy  for  Indiana  Higher  Education 
Institutions.  Here,  Lilly  Endowment  will  again 
match  gifts,  dollar-for-dollar,  from  alumni,  parents, 
friends,  employees,  and  students.  Though  each 
group  has  a  cap,  the  overall  limit  on  what  Lilly 
Endowment  will  match  is  $3.5  million.  We  have 
until  December  3 1 , 2003,  to  raise  the  money — then, 
poof!  It’s  over! 

How  about  pledges  or  gifts  in  kind? 

MILLS:  Pledges  don’t  count,  nor  do  gifts  in  kind. 
It  has  to  be  cash,  marketable  securities,  cash 
equivalents,  or  real  property.  Pledge  payments 
made  during  the  matching  period  will  count,  as 
will  testamentary  gifts  received.  Gifts  can  be  made 
for  almost  any  purpose:  support  endowment,  an 


academic  department,  scholarship  fund,  or  to 
remember  a  loved  one.  However,  Lilly 
Endowment  will  not  match  gifts  to  athletics. 

Other  than  the  general  maxim  that  “money 
is  good,”  why  are  you  and  the  College  work¬ 
ing  so  hard  to  meet  as  much  of  the  Lilly 
Endowment  “challenge”  as  possible? 

MILLS:  You  know, 
this  Initiative  is  a 
remarkable  opportu¬ 
nity  for  Saint 
Joseph’s  College. 
We  have  a  chance  to 
get  ahead  of  the 
game  and  increase 
our  competitiveness. 
Today,  students  have 
many  choices  on 
where  they  can  go  to 
college.  We  need  to 
continue  to  improve 
our  programs  while 
remaining  affordable  so  that  they  select  SJC. 

Specifically,  how  will  Lilly  Endowment’s 
Initiatives  help  us  to  improve? 

MILLS:  Saint  Joseph's  College  is  a  small 
college  with  less  than  1,000  students.  Next  year, 
the  comprehensive  fee  to  attend  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  will  be  about  $24,250.  In  four  years, 
that’s  almost  a  $100,000  degree!  While  that  is 
the  middle  price  range  for  an  independent, 
liberal  arts  college  like  Saint  Joseph’s,  it  makes 
parents  stop  and  think.  We  simply  must  slow 
down  escalating  costs  while  continuing  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  our  academic  programs. 
A  sure  path  to  keep  costs  in  line  in  this  new 
century  is  to  both  increase  enrollment  and 
endowment.  By  increasing  our  enrollment,  we 
lower  the  unit  cost  to  operate  the  College,  and 
this  is  a  savings  for  Puma  families.  By  increas¬ 
ing  endowment,  we  have  more  money  to  award

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in  scholarships  and  enhance  academic  programs. 
The  scholarship  aid  lowers  the  cost  for  a  middle- 
income  family  and  makes  SJC  more  affordable. 
Endowment  income  can  subsidize  the  cost  of 
academic  programs  and  allows  us  to  attract  and 
retain  good  faculty  members  who  are  skilled 
teachers  as  well  as  accomplished  scholars. 
We  will  use  Lilly  Endowment’s  match  to  both 
build  enrollment  and  endowment.  I  know  our 
Trustees  saw  quickly  the  golden  chance  that 
Lilly  Endowment  had  given  the  College,  and 
they  all  dug  deep  to 
meet  the  “challenge”  as 
best  they  could. 

Isn’t  that  pretty  much 
what  the  other  colleges 
will  do — increase  en¬ 
rollment  and  endow¬ 
ment,  thus  making 
their  colleges  more 
affordable  and  better 
places  to  study? 


MILLS:  You  bet  they 
will,  but  you  know 
what?  Our  Trustee¬ 
giving  in  response  to 
the  Lilly  Initiative  was 
exceptional  and  certainly  compared  favorably 
to  all  the  other  colleges  and  universities  in 
Indiana.  We  surprised  a  lot  of  people  on  how 
competitive  the  Pumas  can  be. 

Do  you  think  the  alumni,  parents,  employ¬ 
ees,  and  friends  of  the  College  will  follow 
the  Trustees’  example? 

MILLS:  I  certainly  believe  it  can  happen,  and 
it  needs  to  happen.  Higher  education  doesn’t 
stand  still.  If  nothing  else,  higher  education  in 
America  is  competitive.  The  Pumas  need  to  win 
at  this,  and  Lilly  has  given  us  a  chance.  We,  as 
individuals,  choose  whether  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  will  get  a  gift  from  Lilly  by  whether 
we  personally  give  a  gift  or  not.  It  is  in  our 


hands!  I  know  a  few  are  not  in  a  position  to 
give,  but  most  alumni  can  donate  something, 
and  a  few  have  been  materially  blessed  and 
could  make  substantial  gifts.  If  alumni  would 
take  this  challenge  personally,  things  will  go 
well.  Perhaps  they’ll  remember  how  much  Saint 
Joseph’s  helped  them  or  the  scholarship 
assistance  SJC  gave  them  that  made  it  possible 
to  even  go  to  college. 

What  makes  you  optimistic? 

MILLS:  You  know,  last 
year  we  moved  from 
18%  alumni  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  College  Fund 
to  22%.  That’s  400 
additional  alumni  gifts! 
We  are  still  below  the 
national  average  of  30% 
participation  rate  for 
liberal  arts  colleges,  but 
we  are  going  in  the 
right  direction.  Each 
alumnus  and  alumna 
has  to  take  the  future  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College 
personally.  It  starts  in 
the  heart  of  each  Puma. 
You  know  that  “individual  attention”  the 
College  gives  each  student?  Well,  now  the 
College  needs  that  from  its  own.  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  is  a  remarkable  place.  It  has 
changed  the  lives  of  thousands  of  people,  and 
it  has  the  capacity  to  continue  to  do  that,  but 
it  needs  help,  and  it  is  ultimately  the 
individual  decisions  of  thousands  of  alumni 
that  will  tell  the  story.  Supporters  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  I  ask  you  to  put  Saint 
Joseph’s  “up  there”  as  your  first  giving 
priority  for  just  this  year — until  December 
3 1  st.  How  many  chances  are  there  to  see  your 
money  automatically  doubled — and  for  such 
a  good  cause?

Since  his  arrival  at  SJC  in  2000,  College  Fund  Director 
Steve  Brady  has  been  a  busy  man.  Responsible  for 
the  cultivation,  solicitation,  and  participation  of  SJC’s 
alumni,  parents,  and  friends  in  the  College  Fund,  his  list 
of  things  to  do  includes  writing  “Thank-you-for-your-gift” 
letters,  networking  with  alumni  interested  in  raising  funds 
for  class  gifts,  and  working  with  the  Institutional  Advance¬ 
ment  and  Marketing  staff  to  plan  the  Annual  Spring 
Phonathon.  And  since  June  of  2002,  his  top  priority  has 
been  to  help  SJC  raise  funds  for  the  Lilly  Initiative,  which 
will  match  dollar-for-dollar  every  gift  made  to  SJC  by 
alumni,  parents,  employees,  and  friends  [excluding  gifts 
to  athletics]. 

“In  light  of  the  Lilly  Initiative,  it’s  even  more  important 
to  SJC  to  make  gift-giving  as  easy  as  possible,”  he 
explained.  “Some  people  feel  comfortable  providing  credit 
card  information  on  the  Internet.  Others  like  a  phone  call 
and  the  opportunity  to  ask  questions  about  the  College. 
No  matter  when  the  spirit  moves  people  to  make  a  gift, 
SJC  makes  it  easy  for  them  to  do  so.” 

In  these  last  several  months,  as  the  Lilly  Initiative  comes 
to  a  close,  SJC  is  working  especially  hard  to  make  sure 
supporters  know  the  impact  that  Lilly  can  have.  To  that 
end,  another  Phonathon  will  be  held,  this  time  in  the  fall, 
to  thank  people  for  their  support  and  ask  for  their  help 
once  more.

MEN’S  BASKETBALL 

The  men’s  basketball  team’s 
11-17  finish  represented  a 
three-game  improvement 
from  the  previous  season,  and 
the  Pumas  made  just  their 
second  appearance  in  the 
GLVC  Tournament  in  the 
school’s  history.  Included 
among  SJC’s  accomplish¬ 
ments  were  upset  victories 
over  conference  powers 
Lewis  and  Indianapolis.  The 
Pumas  also  put  a  scare  into 
heavily-favored  Southern  In¬ 
diana  at  the  GLVC  tourney 
before  a  91-85  loss. 

Junior  point  guard  Jamie  Holden  was  the 
GLVC’s  leader  in  assists  and  steals,  and  finished 
fourth  in  the  nation  in  assists  at  8.0  per  game. 
Holden  also  broke  SJC’s  records  for  assists 
(515)  and  steals  (209)  in  a  career,  as  well  as 
single-season  assists  (207),  and  he  also  tied  the 
Pumas’  single-game  records  for  assists  (14  vs. 
Bellarmine  on  January  2nd)  and  steals  (7  at 
Quincy  on  January  1 8th).  Junior  Corey  Seegers 
and  senior  Hodges  Smith  finished  second  and 
third  in  the  league  in  scoring,  respectively.  For 
his  efforts,  Seegers  was  rewarded  with  a  Sec¬ 
ond-Team  All-GLVC  selection.  Smith  finished 
his  career  ranked  14th  on  SJC’s  all-time  scor¬ 
ing  list.  He  was  honored  with  a  spot  on  the 
conference’s  Honorable  Mention  list. 

WOMEN’S  BASKETBALL 

Under  first-year  head  coach  John  Raff,  the 
women’s  basketball  team  enjoyed  a  two-game 
improvement  over  last  season,  finishing  11-17 
and  8-12  in  the  GLVC.  The  11  wins  matched 
the  Pumas’  win  total  from  the  past  two  seasons 


combined.  Included  among 
SJC’s  victories  this  season 
were  an  upset  win  over  then- 
15th-ranked  Lake  Superior 
State  on  December  14th,  and 
a  win  at  Quincy  January  18th 
which  ended  the  Hawks’ 
school-record  10-game  win¬ 
ning  streak.  The  season  ended 
with  a  loss  to  Quincy  in  the 
GLVC  Tournament  semifi¬ 
nals. 

The  Pumas  set  GLVC  records 
for  free  throws  made  (454)  and 
attempted  (610)  in  conference 
games  in  a  season.  They  also 
set  a  school  record  for  free  throws  made  (597). 
Junior  Heather  Allen  became  the  13th  member 
of  the  SJC  1 ,000-point  club  and  currently  ranks 
eighth  on  that  list  and  is  also  1 1th  in  school  his¬ 
tory  in  rebounds. 

MEN’S  AND  WOMEN’S 
TRACK  AND  FIELD 

Under  the  direction  of  coach  Bill  Massoels  ’89, 
the  men’s  and  women’s  track  and  field  teams 
continued  what  is  now  a  10-year  run  of  appear¬ 
ing  in  the  national  rankings  in  every  indoor  poll. 
The  men’s  team  ended  the  indoor  season  17th 
in  the  nation,  while  the  women’s  team  finished 
20th.  The  men’s  team  had  a  36-9  overall  record 
indoors,  while  the  women  were  36-5.  Both 
squads  concluded  their  seasons  at  the  GLVC 
Indoor  Championships,  hosted  by  Wisconsin- 
Parkside.  The  men’s  team  finished  fourth,  while 
the  women  were  third. 

Senior  Jason  Johnson  highlighted  the  GLVC 
meet  for  the  Puma  men,  earning  SJC’s  lone  con¬ 
ference  title  by  winning  the  200-meter  hurdles. 
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hurdles  and  senior  Maria  Toledo  in  the  3,000 
steeplechase.  Toledo  has  also  broken  her  own 
school  record  in  the  steeplechase.  Sophomore 
Natalie  Salinas  also  has  broken  the  women’s 
school  record  in  the  hammer  throw. 

BASEBALL 

The  baseball  team,  under  the  direction  of  third- 
year  coach  Rick  O’Dette  ’99,  enjoyed  a  pros¬ 
perous  season,  ranking  near  the  top  of  the  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference  in  what  has  been  an 
extremely  competitive  year  for  the  league.  SJC 
began  its  season  in  Florida,  where  it  defeated  the 
number  one  team  in  the  nation,  Florida  Southern, 
on  its  home  field.  The  Pumas  also  managed  a 
come-from-behind  win  at  home  over  a  nationally 
ranked  Indianapolis  program  April  2nd. 

SJC  has  been  led  offensively  by  senior  Scott 
Mertes,  who  has  been  near  the  top  of  the  GLVC 
in  numerous  offensive  categories  all  season  long. 
The  Pumas  have  also  enjoyed  outstanding  pitch¬ 
ing  from  senior  Jim  Cartwright,  who  has  been 
converted  from  SJC’s  closer  to  its  No.  1  starter, 
as  well  as  junior  Andy  Augsburger  and  fresh¬ 
man  Ian  Matthews.

He  also  earned  All-GLVC  status  by  finishing 
second  in  the  long  jump  and  55-meter  hurdles. 
Freshman  Kurt  Laurinaitis  was  an  All-GLVC 
selection  as  well,  finishing  second  in  the  triple 
jump.  The  women’s  team  had  five  all-confer¬ 
ence  selections,  led  by  freshman  hurdler 
Amanda  Stoops,  who  won  the  200-meter  hurdles 
in  meet-record  time.  Seniors  Melissa  Kleinmaus 
(800  meters)  and  Lindsay  Bridwell  (pole  vault) 
and  freshmen  Jackie  Inkrott  (55-meter  hurdles) 
and  Kelly  Compton  (shot  put)  were  All-GLVC 
as  well.  Johnson  and  senior  thrower  Sean 
McGeehan  both  recorded  national  qualifying 
marks  during  the  season,  in  the  long  jump  and 
35-pound  weight  throw,  respectively. 

The  Pumas  have  already  had  four  athletes 
provisionally  qualify  for  this  season’s  outdoor 
national  championships  as  well.  On  the  men’s 
side,  sophomore  Taylor  Treesh  has  earned  a 
qualifying  mark  in  the  discus  throw  and 
McGeehan  has  provisionally  qualified  in  the 
discus.

Where

Now? 

Rev.  Paul  White,  C.PP.S.  ’54 

Since  his  arrival  to  Saint  Joseph's  College  in  the 
early  fifties,  Rev.  Paul  White,  C.PP.S.  ’54  has 
served  SJC  as  a  priest,  professor,  and  administrator. 
Though  officially  retired  from  teaching.  White  is  still 
an  active  member  of  the  community,  and  on  June 
4th.  he  celebrated  his  50th  anniversary  as  a  priest 
with  the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood. 

After  his  ordination  in  1 953,  White’s  first  assignment 
was  to  SJC,  where  he  taught  courses  in  Economics 
and  Religion  for  one  year  before  enrolling  at  the 
Catholic  University  of  America  in  Washington,  D.C., 
where  he  earned  a  master’s  degree  in  Economics.  In 
the  years  that  followed,  he  assumed  the  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  Business  Manager,  Parents  Association 
Moderator,  Executive  Vice  President,  Alumni 
Director,  and  Director  of  Campaigns.  He  also 
continued  to  teach,  even  finding  time  to  complete 
coursework  at  Cornell  University  in  New  York  from 
1960  to  1962.  He  left  SJC  one  more  time  in  1975 
when  he  was  assigned  to  direct  C.PP.S.  seminarians 
at  the  Catholic  Theological  Union  in  Chicago,  but 
upon  returning  to  campus  in  1980,  he’s  remained  with 
SJC  ever  since.  He’ll  celebrate  his  50th  anniversary 
in  October. 

Today,  White  is  the  Administrator  for  two  parishes 
in  Francesville  and  Medaryville.  He  can  also  be 
found  outside  of  Schwietermann  Hall,  tending  the 
garden  he  created  years  ago.  “I’ve  lived  a  happy 
life  at  Saint  Joseph’s.  I’ve  done  everything  I 
wanted  to  do,”  he  said.

“Angela  was  chosen 
because  of  her  profes¬ 
sional  attitude,  excellent 
writing  skills,  enthusiasm, 
and  grasp  of  the  legislative 
process,”  said  Intern 
Director  of  the  Senate 
Democratic  Caucus  Tricia 
Stratman.

An  English  and  Criminal  Justice  double  major 
at  SJC,  Williams  is  Vice  President  of  SJC’s 
Habitat  For  Humanity  and  the  SJC  representa¬ 
tive  for  the  executive  board  of  the  Jasper  County 
chapter.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the  Criminal 
Justice  Club,  Art  Club,  Alpha  Lambda  Delta 
honor  society,  Measure  (SJC’s  literary 
magazine),  and  Volunteer  Corps.  She  works  for 
the  College’s  writing  clinic,  where  she  reviews 
student  work,  and  is  an  assistant  to  Professor 
of  English  Dr.  Charles  Kerlin.  For  Williams, 


who  plans  to  attend  law  school  after  gradua¬ 
tion,  the  internship  was  an  important 
experience.  “Working  in  the  public  sector 
really  opened  my  eyes  to  getting  a  law  degree,” 
she  said.  “I  went  in  without  having  experience, 

and  I  found  that  I  knew 
more  about  politics  than 
I  thought  I  did.” 

Williams  began  working 
full  time  as  an  intern  for 
the  Democratic  Caucus 
in  January,  when  the 
Indiana  General  Assem¬ 
bly  convened  for  the 
2003  session.  Her  duties 
included  preparing  con¬ 
stituent  correspondence, 
staffing  committee 
meetings,  and  working 
closely  with  Senator  Jim 
Lewis  (D-Charlestown) 
and  Senator  Anita 
Bowser  (D-Michigan 
City)  to  organize  and  advocate  new  initiatives. 
As  one  of  only  12  people  selected  for  the 
position,  Williams  believes  it  was  her  strong 
writing  skills  that  helped  her  to  be  chosen. 
“Because  of  my  English  and  Core  backgrounds, 
I  was  able  to  use  my  writing  skills  any  way  I 
needed  to,  whether  I  was  writing  a  public  rela¬ 
tions  [piece]  or  an  in-depth  letter  to  a  state 
agency,”  she  said.

Rev.  Bernard  Meiring,  C.PP.S.  ’51 


August  8, 1929  -  April  12,  2003 


Rev.  Bernard  Meiring,  C.PP.S.  ’51, 

who  served  SJC  as  a  Professor  in  the 
Education  Department,  died  on  Saturday, 
April  12,  2003. 

Entering  the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious 
Blood  in  1943.  Meiring  was  assigned  to 
Saint  Joseph's  College  in  1957.  He  held 
a  number  of  positions  at  SJC,  including 
Professor  of  Education,  Chair  of  the 
Education  Department,  Director  of 
Student  Teachers,  and  Acting  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs.  He  was 
also  critical  to  the  evolution  of  the 
Education  Department,  helping  the 
College  receive  its  first  accreditation 
from  the  National  Council  of  Accredita¬ 
tion  for  Teachers  Education  (a  ranking 
it  still  holds  today),  and  founding  SJC’s 
Elementary  Education  Program.  In 
recognition  of  Meiring’s  contributions  to 
the  Education  programs  at  SJC,  The 
Meiring  Alumni  Teaching  Excellence 
Award  was  named  after  him. 

Bom  on  August  8,  1929  in  Sharpsburg, 
Ohio,  Meiring  earned  a  Philosophy 
degree  from  SJC,  master’s  degree  in 
Education  from  the  University  of 
Detroit,  and  doctorate  in  Education  from 
the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley.
